In view of the appearance here tonight of John A. Aylward, demo- 


cratic candidate for governor of this state, an editorial from the Milwau­ 


kee Journal emphasizing the, politically, strongest feature of his cam­ 


paign, is of some interest. 


The Milwaukee Journal, whose politics are hard to determine from the 


old party-line definition and which is standing for many of the best things 


the Free Press has chucked overboard as well as for the best there is in 


democracy—in fact a newspaper that has developed remarkable strength 


as a representative of the advanced movement in American politics—has 


urged Senator La Follette to desert party rather than. principle and to 


make his repudiation of Boss Connor 
known 
by

against him. 
It insits that under cover of Davidson’s good intentions and 


popularity a dangerous man representative of all that Davidson has been 


against has seized for the stalwarts the helm of republican control, and 
that he will steer this state by devious ways and back into the repudiated 
channels of corporate control. 
Only the appearance of strong and public- 


spirited men in the legislature, or as a dominating influence over the gov­ 


ernor more powerful than that of the boss, can operate to place upon 


our statutes the law's of which the people of this state, by a vast majority, 


are in favor—that is the Journal’s opinion.
